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NIGARAGUA; STARTING OVER 



Nicaragua is a very poor nation strucigling for peace and 
economic freedom. Contrary to what the United States micrht 
have the world believe, the people have a freely elected, open 
government. A delegation was sent down there during last 
October 1 s elections by an organization of Christian churches 
Canada. The Sandinista government gave each of the six 
representatives passes and free access to go where they pleased. 

The report they brought back was of a general feeling from 
the people that their vote counted and that to participate in the 
election was a vote for Nicaragua and a vote for peace. The 
government gave a bic campaign encouraging people to vote, 
no matter which party they voted for. The people also realized 
the importance of an opposition, and that their vote was secret, 
the people waiting in line at the polling booths would watch 
as others came out to make sure their ballot was folded, and if 
not, tell him/her to go back fold it up. 

Eighty percent of those eligible to vote did so, which is 
extremely good for any country, and especially so considering 
the efforts of the CIA-backed Contras to scare the people into 
not voting. While there, the delegation even heard American 
planes going overhead and sonic booms, which is not exactly 
comforting to the ears. There are nine official parities in 
Nicaragua, each one with a representative inthe Council of State, 
no matter how poorly they might have done in the election. The 
Nicaraguan government even gave money to parties to help them 
run their own campaigns. 

Nicaragua is a very poor country. A coffee picker makes 
$1.50 per day. One cup of coffee takes half a tree. To raise 
the standard of living for the coffee picker, coffee would 
then have to cost $5-6 a cup, which people are perfectly willing 
to pay for 12 year old scotch. The government therefore limits 
imports. In Nicaragua, a $450 T.V. would cost $2000-$3000. 

Imports such as T.V.'s create a desire for things the people can't 
afford. Any family lucky enough to own a fridae would never hide 
it away in the kitchen, but have it prominently displayed in the 
livingroom. This affects the United States, because by limiting 
imports in this way, Nicaragua does not become economically 
dependant upon the U.S. By standing up to the United States and 
telling it to just leave it alone, Nicaragua has become extremely 
embarrassing and damaging to American control in Central America. 
Other Central American countries take a look at Nicaragua and 
wonder whether they really need the Americans in their own country 
and would they be better off without them. 

This is all not to say everything about the new government 
is perfect, but it is very young government trying to put a country 
back together after a revolution and a harsh dictatorship. Only 
the future will tell how well Nicaragua will succeed.
